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THE YACHTS. 


Their Reception After a Monotonous Run 


from New London—A Night of Oulet 
Followed by » llrepzy Race for the 
Goelet Cup*—The Volunteer Win* 
Sloop Cup and the Sncheui the Schooner 
Cup. 
The New York yacht fleet reached 


here Thursday evening on its annual 
cruise,after an uneventful run of about 
nine hours from New London. Newport 
had been awaiting the arrival of the 
white winged flyers nearly all the af- 
ternoon so that the appearance of a 
club top-sail above the stretch of laud 
between Castle Hill and Fort Adams 
at a few minutes after six o'clock was 
the signal for a grand rush to the wa- 
ter front. The wharves were quickly 
thronged with eager and enthusiastic 
spectators who watched the slowly 
moving strip of canvas above the laud 
with the utmost interest, 
removing 


their gaze only to offer some sugges- 
tion as to the probable name of the 
wearer of tlie first sail, and in this the 
Ma yflower wan a conspicuous favorite. 


The unknown vessel continued to ad- 


vance and as she rounded the fort and 
struck out for the buoy off the sand bar 
she was honored with a salute from Jay 
Gould's steam yacht Atalauta, which 
wus riding at anchor in Fort Cove. 
She then continued up the harbor to 
her anchorage just off the bows of the 
Priscilla aud was unanimously pro- 
nounced the Volunteer,the new Boston 
yacht. The next of the racers to an- 
chor was the Puritan, followed by the 
Atlantic and Bedouin iu the 
order 


named. The arrival of the Mayflower 
was anxiously awaited, but darkness 
being the first to appear few had the 
pleasure of seeing her from the wharves 
that night. .The summary of the run 
from New London was as follows:

The rest were not timed. 
The harbor presented a beautiful 


sight during ";the evening, with the 
brilliantly lighted yachts at almost per- 
fect rest upon its lake-like surface, aud 
scores of merry boating parties were at- 
tracted by the scene. 


There was little to indicate a breezy 


morrow, however, aud all directly in- 
terested in the Goelet cup races spent 
anight of uncertainty. Early yester- 
day morning, too, the prospects were 
no better—a clouded sky and a deail 
calm giving little promise of the bright 
sunshine and stiff southeaster 
whicli 


appeared later. 


The crews of the several craft were 


busily occupied with preparation, how- 
ever, determined to be ready to wel- 
come the first appearance of a breeze 
and when it came all that was necessary 
was to weigh anchor and proceed 
the starting point which was Breutou's 
reef light ship. 
At a few minutes past 


!1 o'clock the anxiously awaited wind 
had come and the fleet that an houi 
before crowded the harbor had gone. 
The Bristol of the Old Colony Hue and 
an army of smaller craft followed them 
out while thousands of would-be spec- 
tators hied toBateman's point and othei 
places along the shore. 


The start was successfully 
made 


shortly lifter 10 o'clock and the flyers 
started off for the "Sow and Pigs" 
under a good whole sail breeze whicli 
promised an early return. 
It was a 


beautiful sight and well repaid all who 
witnessed it for the trouble they had 
taken. 


The Puritan took a good start, but 


was soon overtaken by the 
Volunteer 


which held a splendid race in hand 
from that forward. She proved to be 
an exceptionally 
well balanced boat, 


throwing up very little water and rid- 
ing-so gracefully that she was the ad- 
miration of every on-looker. During, 
the race the Mayflower which had been 
overhauling the Puritan met with a 
serious accident splitting her balloon 
jib. 
This was unfortunate and lost 


her second place. 


Nevertheless she made a good third 


aud received as many screeching and 
whistling congratulations as the other 
two. The yachts up to the time of our 
going to press passed the lightship in 
the following order:

This Exchange is mod- 
eled after those long and successfully 
conducted in New York, Boston and 
elsewhere, for the purpose of provid- 
ing a recognized depot where ladies 
who wish to supplement their incomes 
by selling their own handicraft, can 
have the opportunity of so doing with- 
out in any way interfering with the 
province of the ordinary stores or 
shops.

Blois was attracted by the commotion 
of the bathers, and upon ascertaining 
its cause, took charge of the case, and 
prescribed a treatment which saved tho 
life of the too adventuresome swimmer.

The English (irons, in referring to 


tlio extraordinary precautions observed 
in connection with tlio recent journey 
«f the Czar to the Don Cossack coun- 
try, comment on the unfortunate statu 
of affairs in Kussia which renders the 
adoption of such measures necessary. 


From this it would appear that they 


are ignorant of the fact that almost 
identical regulations are in force when- 
ever Queen Victoria travels through 
any part of her dominions, no matter 
whether it be from Osborue to Balmor- 
al or from Windsor to London. 
In- 


deed, the precautions for her safety 
are very elaborate, and will surprise 
most people. 


The regulations for her Majesty's 


journey fill several foolscap pnfjes, in- 
cluding the time tables, which occupy 
two. pages. 
; ho times of departure 


and arrival Laving been mentioned, 
and the metals on which the train will 
travel specified, the regulations pro- 
vide: 


1. For a pilot engine, accompanied 


bj; • the locomotive superintendent of 
the particular district travelled over, 
and by a guard, with lamps, flags, and 


rlor fittings of the train leave nothing 
to bo desired. The iloors arc carpeted, 
the ceilings padded, the wide windows 
curtained and the lamps deeply shad- 
ed. Klectric bells communicate with 
the Htli-'idiiiits or the officials, and by 
pressing a button at the end of a long 
variegated cord or bell pull, the alarm 
is sounded in the guard's van. A sepa- 
rate electric button is Jixed in each side 
of the sleeping apartment, by which 
the attendants may be summoned; 
another button, when pressed, will 
cause the train to stop as (juickly as 
may be. 


The usual furniture is comfortable 


but simple. There arc hooks and racks 
for parcels, wraps and bird cages, and 
small bundles, of which the Queen and 
Princess convey a goodly supply. 
The 


late John IJrown used to occupy a seat 
in the royal day saloon, back of the en 
gino as the train stood, and facing the 
Queen's apartments, so as to be within 


tog signals, 
royal 
train 


The engine precedes the 
at 
a uniform rate of 


speed, and is always fifteen minutes in 
advance of it. 


2. The drivers and firemen, as well 


as the engines for the royal train, are 
specially selected. 
Telegraph men ac- 


company the train under a superinten- 
dent, and brakcmen, fitters, lampmen, 
and greasers travel in the train all the 
way, keeping a constant watch. 
At 


stopping places they must alight and 
examine the train and grease the axle 
boxes. 


3. A lookout is placed on the tender 


of the engine, and, seated with his face 
toward the engine, observes any signal 
that may bo given by the occupants. 
Tisis po.-uion i.s by no means an envia- 
ble one, as may be imagined, particu- 
larly atnight, when more than ordinary 
vigilance is required. 


The above are a few of the precau- 


tions which the railroad 
companies 


adopt to secure her Majesty's safety, 
and her comfort 'is no less carefully 
studied. For thirty minutes previous 
to the Queen's coming, no train, not 
even a light engine, by which is meant 
an engine without carnages attached, 
or any kind of vehicle :is permitted :.to 
proceed upon or cross the main line, 
the pilot engine alone excepted. Not 
only are all these regulations enforced 
on the down line, hut on the up line 
also it is commanded that .drivers must 
reduce their speed to ten miles an hour 
and on no account open the whistle 
when 
passing her Majesty's 
train. 


Furthermore, no passenger trains are 
permitted to arrive or even pass through 
the stations while the Queen's train is 
stopping at such statio.ns for refresh- 
ments, or to change engines. 


The passengers arriving at Perth 


after travelling all night are frequently 


call at once. 


The royal saloon devoted to Prince 


Henry of Battcnburg, who is tempora- 
rily separated from his wife, is the one 
formerly used by the Prince of Wales, 
and i.s fitted with a smoking cabinet, a 
bedroom with two beds, a lavatory and 
a stove. 


The Queen's carriages are warmed in 


the usual way with hot water. 
Noth- 


ng is wanted to render the journey as 
little irksome and as little fatiguing as 
possible. The carriages exteriorly are 
bright and clean, and always freshly 
polished. 


The Queen is supplied with a special 


time table, printed elegantly in mauve 
on thick white paper, bordered in gold 
and surmounted by the royal arms. 
This time table shows the hours of ar- 
rival and departure, the duration of 
each stoppage, and the distance be- 
tween the stations. The time is regu- 
lated by her Majesty's wishes, signfied 
beforehand. 


It may bo added that in no other 


European country excepting Russia are 
so elaborate regulations in force con- 
cerning the railway journeys of the 
sovereign.

is permitted to allow his engine to blow- 
off steam or to permit any smoke to 
escape, or to whistle while on » siding

Of all the pricks against which it is 


hard to kick the hardest are those 
which are presented by nature in the 
form of facts.

Queen speed across England by day or 
night. While she is sleeping or tossing 
in bed, while the moon shines or the 
thunder rattles, through a calm or 
storm, the royal train continues its un- 
erring way in the darkness and almost 
in silence. A monster engine rushes 
by—fifteen minutes afterward the lights 
of the Queen's train flash past, and 
then, after a pause, the hand of disci- 
pline is partly relaxed. Locomotives 
run of! on errands to reclaim wandering 
carriages, 
goods engines 
snort and 


sneeze again, facing points are left as 
usual, gates are unlocked, the plate lay- 
ers return to bed, .station masters turn 
in and leave the platforms to the por- 
ters and the stars, the servants of the 
railroad company once again revel in 
banging milk cans and luggage about 
with their ordinary disregard for other 
people's property. 
Urakemen of goods 


trains get into their vans, and apparout- 
ently don't care whether anything pro- 
jects or not; express drivers rush by 
whistling in their regained freedom. 
The royal train has passed. The lino 
assumes its normal condition. Just as 
the arrival of the Prince started the 
sleeping palace into life, so is the de- 
parture of the Queen the signal for the 
resumption of the bustle and noise and 
turmoil which her presence or her ap- 
proach had mesmerized into silence and 
reBtfulncss. 


The Queen's saloons are in tlio cen- 


tre of the train, and these commodious 
carriages, fitted for day or night travel 
•ing, hoi- Majesty occupies with 1'riiicess 
Hoa trice.

saloon. The licilo are simple, matching

tings, and are something like elaborate

exchangeable 
value—is 
greater. 


The reason is, as the bookseller tells 
his customer, that they could count oti 
a sale for the .Shakespeare of at least a 
thousand copies, but in the case of the 
Ford of not more than a hundred and 
fifty.

to the attraction is because of its imino 
bility. But a force so resisted means 
internal strain, and we have every rea- 
son to believe that, corresponding to 
the tide of movement on the ocean, 
there is a tide of strain on the land.
